Al 
fonso is living quietly in Fontaine 
blcau, it was pointed out,, and coulc 
not be held responsible for the acts 
of monarchists in Madrid. He was 
said to be entitled to th© same righ 
of asylum in France as republicans 
hitherto enjoyed. 


Madrid —W)— Orders to shoot to 


kill were passed out today by th 
month-old Spanish republic to troops 
guarding Roman Catholic property 
as the -Wave of anti-religious enthu 
siasm spread. There was 
renewed 


rioting in many cities, more churches 
and convents were burned, and ther 
were many casualties. 


Moving swiftly on reports thai 


Cpmmunists planned a raid on th 
Bank of Spain, the. government mo 
bilized troops and posted them abou 
.the-bank building "this morning in 
the strongest display 
of 
military 


power Madrid has seen in years. 


Galloping toward the center of th 
city from: the barracks where they 
had been, held ready since Sunday 
cavalrymen surrounded the block in 
jwhich the bank stands, guiding their 
/l.orses among the gathering crowd 
'•'-"hich was to have staged a demon 
: 
-ation at noon.

Half an hour after orders had been 


issued regular army units had tak 
en their positions to

There were light Artillery, ma 
chine gun crews, tanks and armorec 
cars to support the infantry. 


Traffic was detoured, ptores were 


closed and the shutters rattled down 
over the bank windows as its doors 
were bolted against attack. 
It was a stirring half hour as the 


soldiers swung into the avenue, set 
up their guns and prepared for ac- 
tion. 
• 
Crowd Not Disorderly 


Evidently the strong display inti- 


mated the crowd, for there was no 
disorder nnd in 15 minutes the de- 
monstrators began to leave and the 
troops were recalled to qaarters. 


In other parts of Spain disorders 


•were subsiding but 
the 
provincial 


governors maintained martial law. 


In Valencia smoke still rose from 


14 burned 
and 
burning 
Catholic 


buildings and soldiers with fixed bay- 
onets guarded the ruins. There was 
looting in the night but today the 
troops were under orders to shoot 
to kill and the streets were quiet. 
Damages there from the fires was 
estimate at half a million dollars. 


A mob which formed during the 


evening at Cordova raided ammuni 
tion stores and fought with civil 
pruards defending the convent of San- 
to Cayelano. Four rioters were kil- 
led and between 20 and 3j wounded 
gravely. The civil guard saved the 
convent from being burned ond when 
mratial law was declared the situa- 
tion quieted. 


In many quarters Galarza's an- 


nouncement was considered an at- 
tempt to appease some of tha in- 
tense anti-monarchial clamor which 
has marked the rioting of this week. 


The bodies of the dead at Cordova 


were taken to the municipal morgue 
and will be buried secretly to prevent 
possible demonstrations. The streets 
were filled today with soldiers who 
paraded with fixed bayonets. 


Disorders was widespread over the 


country although Madrid, ruled oy 
troops, was quiet. The Salesian con- 
vent at Canepello, near Alicante, was 
b'urned by a mob. Two convents and 
the offices of a Catholic newspaper 
at Murcia were set afire. The Cap- 
uchine convent at San I-.ucar Ear- 
rameda was completely destroyed af- 
ter a mob had fired it, the friars es- 
caping to the homes of friends. 


Three churches at Algeciras were 


attacked and images taken outside 
and burned in the streets. The mob 
attacked the asylum for the poor and 
some houses of priesta at Algeciras 
but there was no bloodshed. Com- 
munist bands patrolled the roads to 
Gibraltar and stopped 
cars, 
even 


those containing Amc.'can tourists. 
Clerical refugees were beaten, de- 
prived oC their belonErinei and their 
cars burned, but others wore not

BROTHER DECLARES 
SLAYER WAS 'DAZED 


Balthazor Defense Tries to 


Prove Temporary Insanity 
at Trial 


Fond du Lac—(^P)—Just a "dazed" 


youth—that was the 
way Albert 


^Balthazor, brother of Alton Balt- 
hazor, 27, described him after the 
fatal shooting of Ruth E. Smith, 18, 
Alton's sweetheart. 


Albert, wounded by his brother 


during the shooting that resulted 
in the girl's death, testified at his 
brother's murder trial here yesler- 
day after the state rested. 


"He was wild," the brother said, 


"and when approached 
after the 


shooting and told he had shot me, he 
said, 'Why, Al' you know I would- 
n't shoot my brother?'." 


The defense contends the slaying 


occurred during a fit of temporary 
insanity. 


At the preliminary hearing, testi- 


mony indicated Balthazor went to 
his brother's home and ihot the girl, 
sister of Albert's wife, because of 
a remark of a friend indicating she 
had accepted his attentions. 


Julius Balthazor, father of the de- 


fendant, testified that several time& 
during his son's life, Alton had dis- 
claimed knowledge of things he had 
done. On one occasion, tiie father 
said, Alton attempted to kill him- 
self and later was unable 'to recall 
the incident. The defense claims he 
suffered an injury that made him 
subject to "spells."

of Green Bay, has signed a contract 
with the Royal Opera company of 
Liege, Belgium, to sing In French 
opeia from October, 1931 to March, 
1932. 
Miss Meusel, a student 
of 


Dean Carl J. Waterman while at 
Lawrence, was formerly a soprano 
with the Chicago Civic Opera com- 
pany. 
The opportunity to sing leading 


roles in the Royal Opera house came 
after a single auditorium and is in 
keeping with the unusual success 
which has attended the career of 
the young singer since she went to 
Chicago on a scholarship to study 
with Herbert Witherspoon. 


Two years ago in April Miss Meu- 


SP! sailed for Europe alter having 
declined, to renew her contract with 
the Chicago Civic association. 
Her 


object was to^study French opera in 
French atmosphere and to- perfect 
her French roles, with a view to es- 
tablishing herself in leading roles 
m a European opera company. And 
with the tenacity which has marked 
her career thus far, she has achiev- 
ed just what she set out to achieve. 


Was Highly Praised 


Before Easter Miss Meusel went 


with one of her 
coaches, M. La 


Pierre, for an audition with a well 
known operatic agent in Paris. She 
sang an aria, "The Barbara of Se- 
ville," .and the impresario was en- 
thusiastic, eaying that she had 110 
accent,—meaning American accent. 
He arranged for auditions at Ant- 
werp and Liege, Belgium and Lille, 
France. 
At Antwerp the director was pro- 


fuse in praise of her voice and the 
lack of accent in. her singing voice, 
but feared that her speaking voice 
still carried a slight accent. In 
Europe, it may be explained, the 
operas carry far more speaking lines 
than In America. Here another ele- 
ment entered into the situation. Ant- 
werp "is asking for more operetta 
and less opera, and Miss Meusel "was 
not at all interested to the lighter 
form. 
At Liege the audition Included the 


Barber of Seville aria, an aria, frbm- 
"La Travlata" and the "Bell Song" 
from Lakme. Immediately the di- 
rector offered he^a contract. 
He 


asked her not to continue to Lille, 
saying that he feared he might .lose 
her if she sang for the Lille dlrecton- 


To L*arn 4 Operas

Within a lew days the contract 


was approved and signed to- include 
services from October to March on a 
basis of 10 performances a month, 
both concert and operatic work. 


Following her return- to Paris, 


Miss Meusel received a letter from 
tha director at Antwerp asking her 
to sing two numbers at a concert 
being arranged for June 6 by a 
musical organization which is to 
celebrate an anniversary. 


Miss Meusel has a repertoire of 14 


operas and must learn four others 
before the season begins. They in- 
clude Lakme, Romeo, La Boheme, 
Manon, Carmen, Werthye, Mereille, 
Barber of Seville, Traviata, Mignon, 
Tales of Hoffman, Sapho and Hansel 
and Gretel. The latter, being a 
Wagnerian opera, is never Bung in 
Euiope.

Child Must 


Learn To 
Adjust Self

-"When there are a couple of adoles- 


cent boy* in ,the family there is 
likely to be trouble between them 
and their lather unless the first 
yean of the relationship were care- 
fully spent in training the children 
to adjust themselves to each other 
and their parents. 
No two chldrien are alike and of 


course there is one boy who is hard- 
er1'to get along with than the oth- 
ers. He gets into trouble. He some- 
time* occasions gossip about the 
affairs of the family by his mischief 
or through his mistakes. That is 
likely to irritate his father. A lather 
is generally easily disturbed by his 
adolescent son if that son is promin- 
ent in any activity that does not re- 
flect honor upon the other. 


Th*t other boys in the lamily soon 
take advantage. They are likely to 
tnake^ cause for trouble between 
them and the Ugly Duckling. Father 
takes the side against the older boy 
and the difficulty Is increased from 
day to day. 
"James-has run away. Last week 


his younger "brother kicked him m 
the shins, under the tale, and he lost 
his"temper- and slapped him -and 
made his^ nose bleed. That made fa- 
ther angry and he thrashed him." 


"''Thrashed him? An eighteen year 
dd boy?" 


"He is very aggravating. He has 


given us a lot of trouble and his fa- 
ther lost all patience with him. Well, 
he left the house and I do not know 
where to look for him." 


Of course this ought not to have 


happened. When a small "boy kicks his 
brother that way you can rest assur- 
ed that the younger one was taking 
the opportunity to get even. If the 
right relationships had been set m 
the-early years this sort of, thing 
could not happen. But it has hap- 
pened. Now all one can do iff to wait 
and If th"e "boy lets one know, where 
he is, and he always does, help him. 


It is best io let him remain away 


from, home if he is eighteen years O1d 
and lias had such a scene as that 
with liis^fafher. He is 'adult in cer- 
tain aspects of his growth, and he 
will resenfhis father's attitude and 
action, unless father clears the situa- 
tion himself. This is what fathers are 
not likely" to do. 
.Let the eighteen years old boy- 


•who 3ias left horn© under such cir- 
cumstances - establish himself _else- 
where than, at home. It Is about time 
for him to break away from home 
and take care of himself. Give him 
as little Kelp as he can get on with 
and let him work his way. He will 
do so all right if he knows that he 
has a friend or two in the back- 
giound. That lends him courage and 
the adventures and grows according- 
ly.The problems of adolescence are 
solve during infancy. Begin when, 
the children axe little to tialn them 
lor the time when they are about 
ready to^grow up. Take a long look 
ahead and save your pain and their 
own. 
Fathers must he exceedingly 


careful about handling adolescent 
sons To all,j>urposes they are giown 
up.

Wages Internationalism 


As Remedy For Conflict 


I 


NTERNATIONALISM: as the 
remedy'for the conflict between 
economic unity and nationalism 


was prescribed by Miss Margaret 
Reynolds, Sturgeon Bay, in an ad- 
dress at the convention banquet of 
the ninth district of the Wisconsin 
Federation of Women's clubs at the 
Methodist church Tuesday evening. 


Economic imperialism has always 


been the method of stilling the con- 
flict between the two, she explained 
and now internationalism seems to 
be the only alternative. Though the 
solution is obvious, she said, man, 
always slow to take up the new, does 
not set it, with the result that 
those who are- opening new paths 
are hastily judged radicals. 


She warned against an internation- 


alism that would standardize 
the 


world, pointing out the beauty of 
each country keeping its own en 
tity, in customs,'dress and language, 
and at the same time holding^ sym- 
pathetic attitude toward its neigh- 
bors. 


Explaining how a baby first gets 


to know its toes and hands, then Its 
family, and later in life takes more 
and more things into Its confidence, 
Miss Reynolds urged tha develop- 
ment of such understanding, step by 
step, among nations. 
She pointed 


out, however, that even though the 
facts are understood, international- 
ism must' be accepted emotionally 
to have any value. 


The speaker described economic 


interdependence c* the •world, 
and 


spoke of the two 
-.edients of na- 


tionalism, nationality, that has come 
through the ages," and patriotism, a 
more modern development. Illustrat- 
ing the latter she told of the ani- 
mosity In Czecho-Slovakia to any- 
thing German, and of the straining 
of the 
Germans and 
the 
Poles 


against each other over the Polish 
corridor.

'judge, who will serve until the regu- 
lar elections >next spring.

"Would! be elected for a'six year term, 
beginning July 1. A full time clerk 
and court reporter also 
would be 


employed. 


The .'court will have jurisdiction 


over aJl civil and criminal cases that 
could be brought into circuit court 
at Osbkosh, with the exception of 
criminal cases involving murder or 
manslaughter, or civil suits Involv- 
ing more than $50,000.

HOME WEATHER 


Humidity Is Important Fac- 


tor; in Keeping House 


Comfortable 


Tfi« creation of the proper atmos- 


phere In «. modern residence, in sum- 
mer and In -winter, by heating' plants 
and ventilation systems has become 
a scientific process, according to Ap- 
pleton dealers. 


The heatins plant ot only ft few 
year* ago is gradually becoming ob- 
solete and is being- removed and re- 
placed -with the latest types of ac- 
curate "weather-creators," they say. 
Prices on most heating 
plants 
have been reduced during the past 
year, reductions ranging from 5 to 
10 per cent, according 
to dealers. 
These reductions have been brought 
about by decreases In cost of pipes 
and other material which figures in 
the installation of the plant. 
Use Less Labor 


The amount of labor required in 
the installation 
of modern plants 
has been reduced 
to a minimum, 


thereby effecting a considerable de- 
crease in price, it was pointed out. 
Heating systems are divided in 


two ways, one according to the fuel 


' used, and the other embodies the 
Beans of conveying the heat into 
tfc» place -where it is needed. This is 
.lone through radiation, as is found 
in the stove, open fireplace and gas 
log, or by the circulation of warm 
air, either by gravity or fan, or by 
circulation of hot water or steam.

Watch Humidity 


The health factor plays an impor- 
tant part in the installation of mod- 
ern heating equipment, and almost 
every plant manufactured today has 
devices which control the humidity 
-in the home. Heat 
and humidity 
work hand in hand and both are pri- 
mary requisites of the ideal plant. 


Engineers who have analyzed the 


condition of air point out that when 
cold air is brought into the house 
and warmed, it has relatively httle 
moisture because cold air absorbs 
and holds very little water, 
and 


when warmed at can absorb much 
more. They state that it is all a mat- 
ter of relative humidity. 


Homes should have air at all times 


with about 50 per cent of the total 
amount of moisture which it will ab- 
sorb. When zero temperatures are 
recorded. the total absorption of a 
cubic foot of air is about a quarter 
of a gram of water. At 70 degrees, 
however, which is the average tem- 
perature of most homes, the same 
cubic foot of air will absorb 4 grams, 
or 16 times as much. If outside air 
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at zero is brought into the house 
with a temperature of 70 degrees 
without Introducing more water, the 
air Is relatively 16 times drier than 
it was, and is too dry for human 
breathing, it is said.

Greatest Headway in New 


Practice Seen in Cicero 
and Bovina 


BY W. F. \YIXSEY 


For the purpose of controlling 


weeds with a minimum of work and 
getting: large crops of ripe corn, far- 
mers In this section of Wisconsin are 
beginning: to change in large in- 
creasing numbers from drilling to 
checking their seed This change 
has made great 
headway in the 


towns of Cicero and Bovina In Out- 
agamie-co, but it is spreading to all 
other townships. 


Drilling seed corn in this state was 


introduced with the silo for'the pur- 
pose of getting material enough to 
fill the silo from a small acreage 
without regard to the comparative 
feed .value of ripe corn and the corn 
fodder that drilled corn produces, 
"While the farmers got stalks and 
weeds enough to fill their silos from 
the drilled fields they got but very 
little feed value, and overrun their 
farm with weeds from seeds rip- 
ened and scattered in the cornfields. 
The farmers who have made the 
change from drilling corn to check- 
Ing it contend that sixty-five per 
cent of the feeding value of corn 
silage is in the ripe ears that thir- 
ty-five per cent is in the stalks 
provided the stalks are put in the 
silo before deteriorating 
on 
the 


ground in bundles. 


In the control and eradication of 


noxious weeds, the farmer depends 
largely upon his cultivated crops. He 
finds however,. that if he drills his 
corn his field at once becomes a hot 
bed of weed production. The weeds 
grow the rankest in the rows of 
corn -where they cannot be reached 
•with cultivators and the seeds show 
up in the succeeding grain and hay 
crops. Often beside the farmer with 
his cultivator, his 
entire family 


•works with hoes and hands trying to 
remove the weeds in the rows. 


"Weeds growing 
luxuriantly in 


drilled corn steal the moisture and 
fertilizers in the soil from the corn 
and-often leaves the corn puny and 
unable to produce ripe ears. This 
probing process continuing for years 
gave the Wisconsin corn growsr the 
erroneous impression that the sea- 
sons had so changed In the state 
since the silo was built that" corn 
would not ripen between spring and 
fall frosts." " As there has been no 
change in the length of the grow- 
ing season, the raising of cornstalks 
in the place of ripe corn is due to 
the. kind of-seed planted and the 
change from checking t<5 drilling 
the seed.

Delayed Information on Fi- 


nancial 
Operations 
Is 


Worthless

New Yorls—It is not enough that 


stockholders receive accurate and de- 
tailed information with 
regard to 


the financial operations of the cor- 
poration in which they are part own- 
ers. This information should be pub- 
lished with reasonable promptness. 
The point was made with emphasis 
in a recent address by Mr. Richard 
"Whitney, President of the New York 
Stock Exchange. He said: "Annual 
reports have1 sometimes 
been de- 


layed- for months. Semi-annual and 
quarterly reports 
of income have 


often been published so late as to be 
of no practical value." 


The offenders in this particular 


are not all small or relatively un- 
known organizations. 
Some of the 


largest companies make a report but 
once a year and often that report 
does not come out for months after 
the close of the fiscal period. Some- 
times the excuse is made that the 
business of the concern is on a sea- 
sonal basis and that interim state- 
ments would be misleading, 
and 


sometimes no excuse at all is given. 
One large coiporation asserts that 
its interests are so world-wide in ex- 
tent that it takes them months to 
collect the statistics. 


All this is no help to the share- 


holder who is kept in the dark. The 
remedy, however, 
is in his own 


hands. He should protest to the 
management and failing of gaining 
a hearing-, use his funds to buy an 
equity elsewhere. 


One reason for the popularity of 


railroad and utility stocks Is the fact 
that monthly statements of earnings 
are available. Those of the railroads 
are made up according to the regula- 
tions of the 
Interstate Commerce 


Commission and thoie of the utilities 
follow a well-denfined schedule. All 
of. them give out their income ac- 
counts without undue relay. Those 
of the railroads are, published with- 
in three or four weeks of the end of 
the month they cover.. 
It would 


probably not be practical for most 
industrial companies to be as precise 
in this particular as the railroads or 
the utilities but they could do much 
more than they have done.
